
·· Gross job losses in 2001 (1.1 million in June) were significantly 

higher than in 2008 (801,000 in December).

·· Though the net job losses in 2001 were greater 

than in 2008, the gap in gross job loss and 

gains continued to widen in 2008.

·· The recessions in 2001 and 2008 

were preceded by multiple quarters 

of net job losses.

The manufacturing sector has experienced consistent job 
losses over the past 10 years.
